THE KANSAS CITY CRASH. 
EXTENT OF THE DISASTER.

Kaweas Crrr, Mo., Nov. 8.—Harly this morn- 

ing a crowd of person gathered around the 
smoking ruins of Corles & Co.’s cracker-fac- 
tory, on Main street, to Watch the firemen who 
were engaged in digging for the dead kbown to 
be beneath the bricks. Three dead bodies were 
taken out up to 10 o’elock last night, and it is 
known that there are three more in the ruins. 
The full éxtént of the disaster is now fully 
known, six persons being killed, seven wounded, 
and the loss will reach $75,000. 
The statements of the employes and of persons 
outside are very contradictory as to the cause 
of the fire. Some claim that the front wall of 
206 fell out on the sidewalk before the fire oc- 
curred. Some say that the partition wall be- 
tween 204 and 206 fell down first, and that this 
OVERTHREW THE OVENS 
and furnaces scattered through the building 
Clear to the third floor, thus setting fire to every 
part of the building at once. Others: say that 
the first cause of the disaster was an explosion 
on the third floor in the candy department.

He was wet and cold, and in his 
bare feet, being unable to put his boots on since 
they were filled with water. There were twen- 
ty or thirty passengers in the car when it went 
over the embankment into the river, and she 
believed some of them must have perished. 
Two puysteiaus on the train attended to the 
wounded.

A FEARFUL Luar.

Sr. Lobt, Nov. 8.—Information has just 
been received here that between 8 and 9 o’clock 
a span ot the railroad bridge over the Missouri 
River at St. Charlies gave way beneath a stock- 
train. A wind-storm was raging at the time.

IRON AND COAL. 


A Sharp Advance in the Former—The Lat- 
ter Steady. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

PHILADELPHIA, Noy. 8 —In spite of the high 
prices and steadiness of the English market 
there has been a sharp advance in steel rails 
during the past week from $55 to $56 per ton 
up to $60, and even as high as $%, the lat ter 
price being paid for 10,000 rons Western de- 
livery in the spring of 1880. Roads that might 
have bought lest week at $56 consider tnem- 
selves fortunate in seeuring contracts this week 
at $60 for April delivery, and the market would 
be full of buyers at that price. This 
is in ape of the fact that large 
lots will be held by outside parties who 
could afford to sell below manufacturers’ prices 
and still realize a handsome profit, and that 
foreign rails can be laid down on the wharf sev- 
eral dollars per ton cheaper. The mills are 60 
loaded down with orders for iron rails that it is 
bard to place orders at $55 for light sections, 
and the advance during the week is fully 83. 
The idea that steel blooms may be profitably 
imported under the reeent treaty decision bas 
checked the demand for old rafls, and buyers 
ars scarce. Although the price of blooms has 
cone up in England to a probibitory point, 
manufacturers are still utterly iocapabdie of 
keeping up with the demand for other kinds of 
iron, although the production has never been so 
great. 

Orders for bar, plate, tank, and . structural 
iron have been declined on account of inability 
to deliver them, and car-builders are troubled 
for want of bar iron. All this with a lower price 
for pig, which has dropped one or two dollars 
during the w although it is still difficult to 
make prompt deliveries. The is due to 
the promise of an enormous production during 
the winter. 

The coal market has been quiet. owing to the 
fact that Reading has sold four-fifths of the coal 
that it cau produce during the month, and de- 
clines any orders on most of its collieries. Most 
deiiveries are at October prices, however, to fill 
orders rushed in to cover before the sdvance, 
Lehigh Valiey is very chary about taking orders, 
and asks five or ten cents more every few deys. 
The increase in tolls will net the Reading Com- 
pavy $250,000 more this month alone, and Le- 
high Valley $50,000 Private operators, bow- 
ever, have not been so fortunate, and it is stil 
possibie to place orders for stove coal at $2. 
which is 50 cents below circular rates.

Capt. Payne says: Lieut. Cherry, Adjutant 
of the command, accompanied by Guide Rau- 
kim and a wall part of the soldiers, was ion ad- 
vance, and, upon passing over some high 
ground intermediate between the road we had 
left and the treil, discovered the Indians in 
heavy force drawa up in line of battle, or, 
more correctly speaking, lying in am- 
bush along high ridges Which completely 
covered and commanded the road. With quick 
and soidierly pereeptton ot bis situation, Lieut. 
Cherry turned and made signals for the com- 
mand to retrace its steps just as the leading 
company (F, Fifth Cavalry) was descending the 
ridge into the valley beyond. Company E was 
immediately conducted to the side of a bill on 
ite seft flank, while E, Third Cavalry, was 
balted on the high ground it occupied, and beth 
companies 

AT ONCE DISMOUNTED 
and deployed, by Maj. Thornburgh’s orders, as 
skirmishers, Company E, Third Cavalry, on the 
right along the crést of the ridge, and F Com- 
pany, Fifth Cavalry, as well up the side of the 
hil, which, constantly ascending, stretched away 
indefinitly as the nature of the grouad would 
permit. Our line at this time resem- 
bled a letter V, with the point to- 
wards the Indus, an} that portion of it 
formed by F Company, Fifth Cavalry, project- 
ing considerably beyond the point of junction 
and being deflected to the left, so as to prevent 
the enemy from turning our flank.

The Indians had displayed admirable skill in the 
selection of ground upon whieh to give us bat- 
tle. With sound judgment and a quick and 
thorough perception of the situation, Maj. 
Thoruburen determined to form a junction with 
Company D. Fifth Cavalry. which was protect- 
ing the wagon-train, and with that end in view 
directed the companies engaged to fall back 
slowly. The command retired as directed, in 
pérfect order, the lead horses beihg kept well 
protected between the skirmish lines of the two 
companies, while a heavy and effective fire did 
great efecntion amongst the savages, and pre- 
vented an attempt on their part to break 
through our lines. Falling in their 
efforts m front, the Indians endesvored to 
eut the command off from the train, whict had, 
by Maj. Thornburgh’s order. gone into park 
on the richt bank of Milk River; and, to accom- 
plisb this purpose, passed around our left flank 
beyond carbine range and concentrated in great 
force upon a kool] to the left of, and completely 
commanding, our line of retreat. 

Maj. Thornburgh, upon discovering this new 
dancer, directed me to charge the knoll with 
twenty men of my company to 

SWEEP THE INDIANS OFF, 
and then at once, without attempting to hold 
the hill, fall back upon the train and take 
measures for Ks protection. This duty 
being performed, and the way opened tor 
the return of the lead borses, I repsired 
to the wagon-traia, and «at onee 
took steps looking to ite dense. Maj. Thore- 
burgh doubtless started for the train shortly 
after giving me the ordér referred to, and was 
shot and instantly killed just after crossing the 
river, and within 500 yards of the wagons.

Differences of that 
kind bave alwavs been regarded dy 
Russia as a most effective lever for 
promoting her political designs in Turkev,—a 
lever sure to be applied on the present occasion 
if the compli¢ation lasts long enough to give her 
an opportunity. 
FRENCH SENTIMENT. 

Parts, Nov. 8.—The Aepublique Francaise has 
approved Eugland's endeavors to ameliorate the

APPEAL FOR THE IRISH POOR. 
Lonvox, Nov. 8—The Catholic Bishops of 
Ireland have adopted resolutions appealing to 
the Government and all public bodies and pri- 
vate individuals to beip the poor, as the Poor 
law act is insufficient to meet the necessities of 
the impending crisis.

The Controversy with the Men at an End 
The Latter Will Make Ne Unreasoaable 
Demands, 

The dispute between the butchers and packing- 
house workmen at the Stock-Yards is thought to 
beatan end, An adjourned meeting of packers 
was held at the Transit House yesterday, and. 
while they were in session, Mr. Addison Fowler 
came in and announced that the President of the 
Butchers’ Union had waited upon him and 
assured him that there was no truth 
whatever in the ramor that the Union demanded 
the discharge of all non-Union men and the em- 
ployment of Union men in their stead, that the 
Union had never authorized any person to make 
this statement. and that the men were satisfied to 
go to work whenever the packers were ready, upon 
the advanced wages, Furthermore. no further de- 
mand would be made this winter for an increase of 
wages. 

This settled the matter at once: The packers 
were all willing to grant the advance, for they bo- 
lieved it right, but they would not allow their men 
to say to them whom they should or should 
not employ; would not consent to an 
order forbiddi them to hire non-Union men 
if they saw fit. e méetingthen breke up. and 
the packers at once went out and ordered their 
buyers to purchase all the h they could get at 
15 cents off the prices of last Thursday. 

This was immediately done, and all the after- 
noon droves of hogs might be seen pushea and 
driven into the inclosuresof the different packing- 
houses on their way to execution. 

But the weather was unfavorable, and the pack- 
ere were not so eager to resume operations as they 
22 would have been had the atmosphere 

nechillier. It was thought at the yards that 
most of the houses would begin work this morn- 
ing, —at least those houses which are in the habit 
of working on Sunday in times of a rush.

A UNION MAN EXPLAINS. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Usion Srock-Yarps, Nov. 8.—It would appear 
by the newspaper reports of proceedings at the 
Union Stock-Yards that affairs are in a very bad 
condition. To say that such reports are grossly 
exaggerated would be short of the truth, but 
some conclusions are absolutely ‘false, and 
the reported intentions of the packers 
impossible. The weather for the past 
forty-eight hours has been very unfavorable 
for hog-killing to any great extent. Hogs which 
are now killed in this soft weather and hung out to 
cool are in danger of being spoiled and made unfit 
for anything except the tank. Without ice, and 
hanging-room enough in the ice-rooms, it would 
be madness to kill hogs in soft weather. 
In summer the capacity of the ice-rooms is 
about one-third of the winter run, —bence the 
siack of the last two days. Packers can kill no 
more than they can properly chill. 

Now, as to the threat of directing the run of hogs 
to St. Louis, Milwaukee, and other points, and 
making the Chicago houses mere warehouses for 
the storage of meat. Let me inform the packers 
aud the public that we are already organized in 
those viscesin numbers strong enough to thwart 
such designs were such entertained for a moment. 
The seed is scattered in all directions. and next 
fall, with the biessing of G we will d a Na- 
tional Convention which shall represent 200, 000 
workingmen. The change in the weather is the 
cause of men being laid off, and the threat of di- 
verting trade from Chicago is mere moonshine.

STREET-PAVEMENTS IN CITIES. 

It is related of Epamionpas that the 
office of Inspector of Streets was conferred 
upon him by the “spiteful” people of 
Thebes with intent to disgrace him, since 
the office was there held in contempt ; but, 
that, by prudence and attention to the pub- 
lic good, he rendered it so respectable that it 
was afterwards sought for as an honorable 
employment.” It is hence argued that the 
streets of Thebes were paved, else how 
would it have been possible for Inspector 
Epamrnonpas to gain renown by cleaning 
them? Bya similar course of ratiocination 
tho conelusion is reached that the streets of 
| Jerusalem were paved, because in the Tal- 
mud it is reeorded that “ the streets of Jeru- 
salem were swept every day.” We may be 
permitted to doubt whether it will be possi. 
ble, some thousands of years hence, to prove 
the existence of pavements in the streets of 
Chicago in this year of grace 1879 
by veason of any record of renown 
acquired by a Street-Inspector, as in 
the case of old Thebes. Nor is 
it to be presumed that anybody will put in 
writing a falsehood so monstrous as to war- 
rant the inferenca by remote generations 
that the streets of this city of unparalleled 
dirt “ were swept every day.” It ia believed 
that the streets of the great African city of 
Carthage were paved long before the Chris- 
tian era, and that thence the custom of 
paving streets was introduced into Rome. 
About the year 300 B. C., Arrros Onavupres 
constructed a magnificent highway from 
Rome to Capua, 125 miles,—longer than all 
the boulevards of Chicago combined, known 
as the Appian Way, which gained him more 
honor than any other act of his life. Lavy 
says that the Censors, in the year of the city 
584, “caused the streets to be paved from 
the oxen market to the Temple of Venus”; 
and the extravagant Hxzrocanarvs caused 
the streets around the palace, or 
on the Palatine Mount, to be paved 
with foreign marble.” The streets 
of Herculaneum and Pompeii were 
paved with lava (of which a too abundant 
supply was afterwards furnished gratuitously 
by Nature), ‘* having deep ruts made by the 
wheels of carriages, and raised banks on each 
side for the accommodation of foot-passen- 

* 


From the time of the fall ok the Roman 
Empire te the twelfth century contractors 
for pavements were not much in request. 
About the year 850, however, ApponranMan 
II.. the fourth Spanish Caliph, paved Cor- 
dova. This Caliph was a wise Prince, knew 
the value of the arts and sciences, and fos- 
tered trade to an extent which caused 
abundance to prevail throughout his domin- 
ions during his entire reign. In addition to 
paving the streets of Cordova, he conveyed 
water into the city through “ leaden 
pipes.” If he had been moved to 
hang one or two paving contractors, 
who undoubtedly cheated him as 
contractors cheat Governments in these 
times, he would have established a claim to 
the reverential gratitude of all ages. It was 
400 years after the wise Spanish Caliph’s 
time that the streets of Paris wero first 
paved. It is related of Pur II. that, 
“standing one day at a window of his pa- 
ace near the Seine, and observing that the 
carriages which passed threw up the dirt in 
such a manner that it produced a most of. 
fensive stench, he resolved to remedy the 
intolerable nuisance by causing the streets 
to be paved.” Previous to that time the city 
had been called Lautetia, on account of its 
dirtinesa It was then changed to Paris. 
But paving progressed slowly in Paris, as it 
does in modern cities; for 400 years later 
the streets in many quarters of the city were 
still unpaved. 

The Londoners endured mud and dust and 
the stenches of dirty streets longer than the 
Parisians, for it is stated that Holborn, near- 
ly in the middle of London, was not paved 
till 1417, and Smithfield not until two hun- 


much admired that a system of street-pave- 
ments followed. It is not much to the credit 


dignity of his fellow- . 


clergy an exclusive privilege, and to allow 
their swine, if they had bells fastened to 
their necks, to wallow in the dirt of the 
streets without molestation.” 

“In the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the streets of Berlin were never 
swept, and the swine belonging to the citi- 
zens wallowed in the increasing dirt the 
whole day, as well as in the kennels, which 
were choked up with mud.” Up to 1641 
** hog-sties were erected in the streets, some- 
times even under the windows.” The clean- 
ing of the streets was regarded as a dishon- 
orable employment, to which the Jews were 
assigned. Considering that the Jews held 
the pig in especial disgust, it was an especial 
cruelty to compel them to become hog- 
scavengers. Lam, in his notes of a 
traveler, speaking of Berlin as he found it 
in 1841, says: It is a fine city, very like 
the age she represents,—very fine and very 
nasty.” The same author speaks of the 
open kennels jn the margins of the carriage- 
ways as telling the nose unuvterable things.” 
He adds: “If bronze and marble could 
smell, Brocmmm and Burow, Scuweri and 
Tzurmx, and duck-winged angels, and two- 
heeded eagles innumerable would be found 
on their pedestals holding their noses instead 
of grasping their words. Three 
hundred thousand people have taste enough 
to be in die-away ecstasies at the singing of 
Mme. Pasta or the dancing of Tacrront, and 
have not taste enough to appreciate or feel 
the want of a supply of water in their 
kitchens, sculleries, drains, and . sewers.” 
And this all relates to-the Berlin of less than 
forty years ago! 

Clearly the people of Chicago may hope, — 
hope that a substitute for wooden pavements 
may be discovered; hope that a way may be 
devised to consume the thousand and one 
stenches emanating from the neighboring 
slaughter-houses before they imvade city 
streets and drawing-rooms; hope that the 
world of Chicago is destined sopn to move 
a little more rapidly toward cleanliness 
which is next to godliness. | 
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THE MILITIA LAW BEFORE THE 886. 
PREME COURT. 

The validity of the Illinois Military Code is 
now before the Supreme Court of the State. 
The case is that of Pyr J. Duxxz, who 
claimed exemption from fury-service under 
the terms of the Military Code. Judge Ban- 
wom refused to excuse Mr, Dunwz, and fined 
him for non-attendance, on the ground that 
the Military Code is «unconstitutional and 
void, and briefly referred to his previous 
opinion in the BIN mor case in support 
of his action. Direct application has been 
made to the Supreme Court for the discharge 
of Mr. Donna, and Mr. Guzcorr has filed 
his brief, which virtually traverses Judge 
Barxvum’'s opinion in the original case. In 
that opinion Judge Barnum took the ground 
that the State statute conflicts with the law 
of Congress, and is, therefore, void in tote ; 
also that it subverts the inalienable right of 
eitizens to keep and bear arms; that it con- 
fers legislative power on the Governor; and 
that the act is special, unequal, and par- 
tial,” and hence in viclation of the State 
Constitution. These were the main points 


We cannot go over Mr. Gruzconry’s argu- 
ment in detail, but some of the points may 
be restated, omitting the authorities which 
he cites in great abundance. Relative to 
the alleged conflict between the State Mili- 
tary Code and the United States Militia act, 
the law is laid down in the following lan- 
guage: 

**National legislation, in pursuance of constita- 
tional powers, supersedes State legislation on a 
given subject only, —first, where Congress has ex- 
clusive jurisdiction by exvress grant of power 
over such subject from the people; second, and 
where the exercise of a like power is prohibited to 
the States by the Constitation of the United 
States; third, and where the nature of the subject 
committed to Congress is such that legislation by 
the States would be répugnant to, or incompatible 
with, the laws of Congress. 

But the Constitution of the United States, 
in conferring upon Congress the power to 
provide for organizing, arming, and disciplin- 
ing the militia, expressly reserves to the States 
the appointment of the officers and the au- 
thority of training the militia. There must 
be a conflict with the actual execution and 
operation of National laws to render a State 
law invalid. But the Militia law of the 
United States does not provide for such oper- 
ation and execution as brings about a con- 
flict in the present case; it sets forth who 
are the militia,—-that is, the material of 
which the militia shall be composed,—but 
makes no mandatory provision as to how the 
enrollment shall be made, and provides 
no penalty for a disregard of its provis- 
ions. As @ consequence, it has always 
been the practice of the States, unques- 
tioned by the Courts, to pass laws regulat- 
ing the details of militia organization 
and training. Mr. Guecory cites many in- 
stances of this exercise of legislative au- 
thority in several different States. He also 
quoces from the decisions of the Supreme 
Court of the United States to show that a 
distinction has been made between a State 
militia and the United States militia, based 
upon the condition cf actual service, though 
the same organization may be one or the 
other, according to cireumstances. He con- 
tends that there has been no such plenary 
exercise by Congress of the constitutional 
power of organizing, arming, and disciplin- 
ing the militia as prohibits a State from 
asserting its sovereign right to regulate the 
militia within its own jurisdiction as consid- 
erations of public safety suggest. The rem- 
edy against an unjust or oppressive exercise 
of that sovereign right is au appeal to the 
people for a change of legislation, and not 
to the individual opinion of some one who 
happens to be sitting upon 2 Circuit Bench. 

In regard to the alleged infringement apon 
the inalienable right of citizens to keep and 


| ing this doctrine is a restraint on the General 


Government and not upon the States, and he 
cites from the Supreme Court of the United 
States to sustain such construction ‘of this 
and other amendment to the Constitution 
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drilling of armed bodies that 
to be dangerous to the public safety. This 
right to prohibit is intrusted to the Gov- 
ernor, by giving him the privilege to issue 
or withhold a license; but this is no more a 
delegation of legislative authority than is 
the conferring of u right to license upon the 
Mayor of a city or a State Board of Health. 
“ The objection,” says Mr. Gurconr, ‘ that 
the Governor may arbitrarily refuse a license, 
or may use his power for purposes of his 
own not consistent with the public weal, is 
an objection that lies equally against all 
powers in trust; but, as no Government can 
be carried on without powers in trust, the 
objection is not a valid one, since if allowed 
it would render government impossible.” 

In answer to the dictum that the act is in 
violation of the constitutional prohibition 
against special legislation, Mr. Gureory con- 
tends that it is not special, because it applies 
generally throughout the State and to the 
whole class of persons who are subject to the 
militia service. He then proceeds to develop 
the real point in the controversy, viz.: the 
right of the State to prevent the Communists 
from organizing and drilling armed bodies of 
men for the purpose of enforcing 01 et armis 
their peculiar notions about the rights of 
property in deflanes of law. This is the 
vital iasue of the controversy. It is for the 
Supreme Court to decide whether or not the 
State, in the absence of any law of the 
United States which practically organizes 
and regulates the militia as an effective arm 
of Government, has or has not the right to 
organize and regulate a militia of its own for 
the protection of soety and the enforce- 
ment of the laws. 


CLEANLINESS AND HEALTH. 
Joun War in one of his sermons as 


serted that ‘‘ cleanliness is, indeed, next to 
godliness,” and the declaration has been ac- 
cepted, theoretically but not practically, by 
the world as true. Dr. Lrow Piayram, the 
great English writer upon the laws of hy- 
giene, has recently delivered two lectures at 
the Lowell Institute in Boston, and he 
summed up the lesson of hygienic laws to 
mean, ‘‘ Wash and be clean.” Forty years 
ago Dr. PLayrare was appointed by the Brit- 
ish Government to investigate the causes 
of death in the great cities and towns of 
England, and ont of this commission has 
grown the attention since given to the sub- 
ject in all countries, Asa veteran sanitary 
reformer, he discussed the question most 
ably and entertainingly, and we reduce into 
a small space the more important statements 
made by him: 

Public health is the health of communities 
as distinct from the health of individuals, 
but they are intimately connected. The 
health of the individual depends upon exist- 
ing and upon antecedent things; upon the 
sanitary conditions to which his ancestors 
were exposed, and also upon the sanitary 
conditions which prevailed during his bring- 
ing- up, and further upon the physical and 
moral conditions of bis life. As there is no 
individual who can be said te have all his 
organs in perfect funetion, so there is no 
community which can be said to be ina 
perfect sanitary state. The history of man 
must be considered as if he were one man, 
constantly living and constantly dying ; and, 
in no less degree, the history of a commu- 
nity must be considered as that of u single 
man, and physiologically the case is exacily 
the same. 0 

In explanation of this, he said that the 
nutrition of an individual depends upon the 
constant death and birth of the particles of 
which he is composed. “I cannot raise 
my hand without the muscles of my hand 
dying in the act of vital manifestation, and a 
new particle is built into the place of that 
whieh died.” The tradition—an old wcman’s 
tradition—was, that the body of a man 
changes every seven years. This he declared 
to be nonsense. The soft parts of the body 
of aman change every six weeks, and the 
change is incessant. A community must be 


| considered as a single man; the particles of 


the community are the individuals, and the 


‘whole community is the one man. The 


death of individuals in a community is just 
exactly like the death of particles in a single 
man; the birth of individuals in communi- 
ties is the same as the birth of new particles 
in a man. Excessive mortality in a com- 
munity is like excessive waste of the particles 
in an individual, the restorative function not 
being in good order. It is to the interest of 
the community to take care of the health of 
each individual, and it is the duty of each 
individual to take care of the health of his 


neighbor, because upon his neighbor’s health | 


necessarily depends his own. 

In tracing the history of sanitary laws, Dr. 
Prarram referred to Moss as the great 
hygienist, and one of the most remarkable 
health-discoverers known. Moss gave most 
admirable rules for the hygiene of camps, of 
cities, and for the isolation of infected per- 
sons, The hygiene of the Jews was pur- 
posely superstitious to insure its observance. 
All foul places were supposed to be infested 
with demons, and therefore were to be 
avoided. The book of Tosrr was explained 
as a hygienic allegory, The burial of the | 
King’s enemies, the ophthalmie trouble of 
Tontr from sleeping in.a foul place, and the 
sending of Tontas under the charge of the 
angel Rara, to the house of the seven 
times widowed Saran, were all a lesson in 
hygiene. Asmopzvus was the foul spirit who 
strangled the previous husbands; but Tonr- 
as, under the care of the angel, disinfected 
the sleeping-room, and did not die as his pre- 
decessors had. 

The distinction between disinfection and 
deodoriaation was pointed out. The latter 
is merely overcoming one smell with anoth- 
er; the former was a thorough cleansing. 
The Greeks and Romans paid great atten- 
tion to hygienic laws, but these perished

was going to say a good deal about dwelling- 
houses, but I see that I cannot do it, that my 
time will not allow me. But I would simply say 
that the importance of draining the soil upon 
which houses are built, and upon which towns are 
built, is ot the greatest moment. Now, to give 
you one instance only. Consumption is probably 
a chronic zymosis,—thbat is, it is probably a fever 
of achronic sort.

In Salisbery, after it 
was drained and its soil rendered dry. so as to 
ventilate it, the cases of consumption diminished 
by 40 per cent; in Ely, 47 percent: in Rugby, 43 
per cent: in Bunbury, 40 per cent. Se thay 
you see, forthe prevention of this dread malads 
to which you are subject as well as we in England, 
hygienic arrangements are of great importance, 
and of the firat great Jinportance is the ventilation 
of the house itself. / In the ventilation of a house 
we never get enfficient air. We have leatned the 
old catch, ‘If cold wind strike you through a hole, 
go make your will and mind your soul, and so we 
shut up all the crevices and entrances, and do not 
get pearly enough air for the purposes for which it 
is required. It is not the quantity you breathe, — 
that is very small. —it isthe quantity you fon) by 
breathing. Ik you pat a one-thousandth part of 
carbonic acid inte air it ia unt ferrespiration. A 
man may live init, but it is unhealthy. We find in 
our schools, for instance, that not one-fifth of the 
necessary amount of pure ar is supplied.” 

In course of time it is probable that the 
inhabitants of large cities and small towns, 
of villages and even of single farms, will be- 


abundance of pure air, and of pure water, 
and of general cleanliness of all premises in- 
habited by human beings, are absolutely 
essential to good health; and that the oppo- 
sit of these—foul air, impure water, and 
foul-amelling and otherwise uncleanly prem- 
ises—are destructive to health and to life; 
that the one condition is preventive of epi- 
demie and infectious diseases, and the other 


is a producer of such diseases; and then 


there will be leas indifference to the sani- 
tary laws than is generally the case at pres- 
ent.

Lumber was active and firm at the yards. 
Fencing and dimension stuff are strong, and 
dealers are talking of advancing the prices on 
the 15th. The cargo market was nominal, the 
vessels glue failing to reach the docks. Fair, 
but not heavy, receipts are expected this week. 
The wool market was active and firm. Broom- 
corn was strong under an improved inquiry 
from Eastern parties.

Poultry and game were slow and weak 
under heavy offerings. Potatoes were steadier, 
the fresh receipts being small, and buyers 
stood ready to take the sound choice lots. 

The season of winter storage for grain com- 
mences on the evening of Nov. 15. Storage 
charges from that date until April 15 will be 
ihe same as now. except that the charge will 
not exceed 4c per bu ia addition to that due next 
Saturday evening. All deliveries of “regular 
grain” will be subject to the winter storage 
charge due at the time of delivery, except that 
it will not be subject to less than IM per bu, 
with five days to run. 


PROVISIONS. 

HOG PRODUCTS—Were moderately active for 
January delivery, and tame otherwise, except on 
spot lard, which sold rather freely. The market 
was rather weak early, in sympathy with advices 
from the Stock- Yards, but recovered tone later, 
and ranged higher ander a better demand. The 
reported shipments were large, and the advices 
from other points noted little change in quotations. 

The packing of this city to date since Nov. 1 is 
estimated to include 130, 000 hogs, against 200, 753 
for same time last year. The work has been ma- 
terially hindered by the labor troubles at the Stock- 
Yards, which are now ended. . 

The Cincinnati Price Current estimates the sum- 
mer pork-packing at about 3,880,000 hogs, of 
which Chicago has contributed 2, 100, 000, or 54. 1 
per cent. The totals show an increase of 82. 000 
bead for Chicago and 500,000 for the whole West. 
The average weights will vary but slightly, com- 
pared with last year, being probably a little lighter. 
For the twelve months ended Oct. 31, the packing 
has reached 11,360,000, an increase of 1. 475, 000 
over the previous year. 

The production of meats for the past 
amounts to about 1,600,000,000 Ibs, and of lard 
about 425,000,000 Ibs, or 1,287,000 tee. Tae 
total production amounts to 2,025, 000. 000 Ibs. 
Durinz the same time the exports were about 835, - 
000, 000 los of meats and 330,000,000 lbs of tard, 
or a total of 1, 165,000,000 lbs of product. This 
indicates that the exports have equaled 57% per 
cent of the Western production, against 59.84, 
57.01, 52.15, and 42.81 respectively for 1878, 
1877. 1876. and 1875.

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THE MILITIA LAW. 


Summary of the Brief of Mr. Gregory ia 
the Dunne Case. 

The case of Peter J. Dunne, the man fined for 
refusing to serve as 4 juror because he was exempt 
ae a member of the Hines National Guard. came 
up in the Supreme Court at Mount Vernon, Friday. 
Mr. Charles A. Gregory, counsel for Mr. Dunne, 
submitted a long and elaborate brief, the points of 
which are as follows: 

The law-making power of the Legislature of this 
State ie supreme except where limited by the State 
Constitution, or where expressiy deprived of 
jurisdiction by the United States Constitation, 
or some act of Congress constitutionally passed. 
As to the subject before the Court, the Legislature 
is @xpressly clothed with power to legislate by the 
Litinots Constitution and the Congressional act of 
1792, and the United States Constitution recognized 
that power. 

None of the provisions of the military code of 
Illinois conflict with Congressional legislation, and 
all State laws for organizing, yoy: and 
training militia are valid except so far as they do 
conflict with the execation and operation of Na- 
tional laws on the same subject. All States have 
legislated on this subject. 

The statute does not purport to disarm citizens, 
nor forbid them to keep and bear arma, It 16 di- 
rected against unautborised drilling, 
and organizing of bodies of men with arms. It is 
men in combined bodies, acting lawiesiy. that the 
State restrains. The power being conceded, the 
Court is not the piace te dispute the expediency or 
occasion of its exerci#e. 

The moment that a court ventures to substitate 
ite own judgment for that of the Legislature, 
where the Constitution gives the Legislature power 
over the subject, that moment it enters upon a feld 
where it is impossible to limit its authority, and 
where its discretion alone measures the extent of 
ites interference. 

There is no conflict between the Military Code of 
Tiltmois and the act of Congress of 1792. If it does 
conflict in some of its provisions, it is so far inop- 


practical. The Court is not warranted in denying 
to the militiaman the ¢xemption granted by the 
State on ground that some right founded on an 
act of Congress may be denied to some person, or 
that some other Be oon may be injured by some 
provision of the Miltary which right is not 
im question before the Court, and which verson is 
not before the Court laining. 

This statute is constantly infracted ia Chicago by 
unlicensed, armed es of men parading, etc. 
This disregard of the law these law-breakers justi- 
fy by ageerting mat the iaw ie mrad. They are 
Opposed te the law, Sat they forget that the cor- 
rective of an inexpedient or unsatisfactory law is 
5 be found at the polls, and not at the Court 

ouse.

We have endeavored to 
point out the law, that no deubt upon the validity 
of every provision of the Military Code may exist, 
Questions of devolution and transfer of property, 
and questions upon contracts, all sink into in- 
significance beside the question of the power of 
the State te iegislate on matters of ite internal 
police forthe safety of the State. The adminis- 
tration of justice in civil and criminal law is only 
made possible by conceding the latter power to the 
7 — necessary. * 

It the foregerng positions are correct, 
Militia law ie valid ia all ite parte; but, at all 
events, the fine in this case is the arbitary edict of 
the officer who imposes it; and not the judicial 
exposition of the law.

THE PRESS. 
ITS RELATIONS TO CHKISTIAN TRUTH. 

At the recent session of the Evangelical Al H- 
nee in St. Louis, the Rev. Willis Craig, D. D., 
of Keokuk, Ia., read au interesting paper on 
“Christian Truth and the Periodical Press.“ 
He started out with the assertion that when the 
power called the periodical press was discov- 
ered, organized, equipped, and fully set in mo- 
tion, the gtandest single power ever ke »wn among 
men was marsbaled upon the theatre of human 
action. The estimation of its possible force ia 
intimated to some extent in the gigantic efforts 
made to equip the power aud g.ve it issue. See 
jhe printing press, the editorial staff, the re- 
portorial staff, the financial staff, the exploring 
staff, and the vast body of writers who commu- 
gicated. Its real power may seen (1) in the 
felds which it occupies,—bistory, literature, 
science, art, criticism, travel, politics, reform, 
religion in all its aspects, whether theology 
pure, the cultivation of religious experience, 
the training of family life, the instruction of 
Suodav-schools, explanation of the Bibdie, con- 
golations, warnings, etc. (2) In its circulation. 
In the actual molding that it gives to public 


opinion. 

The central care of the providential intention 
'g@ giving birth to this power may be seen iu the 
uses to which the vehicle upon Which it moves, 
to-wit: the printing-press, was originally put,— 
the printing of the Bible. And (2) in the pur- 
pose of the men who first largely directed the 
energies of this gigantic power,—i. e., the propa- 
gandiem of Christiah truth. 

This great power called the periodical press, 
e confidently believe, was providentially given 
to Christian nations as a magoificent means of 
enlightening the World in the things of supreme 
importance, to-wit: The heavenly and divine. 
That this power bas a vocation sealed upon 
it—of a different kind, perhaps, but as really as 
bas the Christian ministry—we are quite as- 
sured, to-wit: A vocation to send the «powl- 
edge of Christ as far as the beams of light do 
fly; to address audiences for Christ in thou- 
sands, where the ministry reaches bundreds; to 
meet the enemies of a pure morality and of 
a true godiiness in serried platoons, 
where the minister must fight single- 
hauded; to guard the sacred precincts of 
family life and the still wider dominion of the 

ublic weal with double rows of embrasured 
tifications, where the ministry could only 
furnish the love sentinel. God bad evoked the 
power. lodged it with Christian nations, and 
called in toa vocation too clearly to be misun- 
derstood: Go. fight my battics.”” When we 
aoprebend this providential purpose in the 
periodical press, and begin to estimate arichy 
its prodigious force, then it is that Christian 
people, instead of sighing and uttering the 
of demoraliza over the prostitu- 
tion of a portion of the periodical press to 
interests of positive evil, or at least to the open 
aptagenisem of what we believe to be the posi- 
tive good, rise in their might and declare that 
this mighty agency shall work out its proper 
end; shail serve the interests of good govern- 
went, good morals, healthful education of the 
mental facuities, and the wide dissemination 
of a Bible Christianity. “ But it is propagat in 
every species of unbelief, infidelity, and al 
forms of destructive immorality, and there- 
fore,” cries a timid thinker, “it must be con- 
sidered an evil rather than a good! Grant the 
fact, and the conclusion is hasty and upwar- 
raptable. For God never put into the hands of 
men a mighty power for good that might not 
be perverted to evil uses. Ihe very fact that it 
may be made to counterwork its original de- 
sign is the grand stimulant to heroic endeav- 
ors to press it in the right direction. ‘The con- 
clusion leaves out of sight tne enormous influ- 
ence for good now exercised by the wholesome 
ical press. The conclusion disowns the 
pe guaranteed by the original design, that 
the wholesome press will, if proper apprecia- 
don and faithfulness characterize the present 
and following geocrations, take the field at 
some near day. ‘he sentiment connected with 
the conclusion forgets that wheoever a mighty 
er, intended for Food, but capable uf evil, 
bas Deen set in motion, it is madness in those 
to whom it was reallv incrusted to relax their 
energies, and practically give it over to their 
enemies, for ruin is sure to follow. 

As Christians ‘we will not disuse the press 
Because our enemies stand across the path of 
healinful progress with satanic presses steamed 
up vight and day. issuing their poisonous sheets 

e snow-flakes, but rather we will deepen our 


‘Spirituality, intensity our prayers, search our 


bles, multiply our presses, sbarpeo our wits, 
se our circulation, and, relying upon God, 

the original desigu of the agency, the nobility 
of our principies, and the purity of our aims, 
we will dare the high places of the field and 
crown the contest with the victory of the ages. 
The revefend gentleman then entered upon 
the subject of the religious press, to which he 
mainly devoted the remainder of his attention. 
He said: ‘The religious press of America is the 
most numerous, best conducted, and most 
widely circulated that any country in Christen- 
dom affords. It bas conceived the possibilities 
of the case most clearly and ocenpied the van- 
tage ground most thoroughly. For this reason, 
as evangelical Christians, we should value it 
highly, use it wisely, and aid it persistently. 
From the very regard we have for it we become 
acxious to still further widen its range and in- 
crease its power. Very few thouguttul men in 
this country who are actively engaged in the 
contest for Christian truth esteem the re- 
igious periodical press as anything less thar the 
most powerful ally that the pulpit bas. From 
this friendly and appreciative standpoint, we 
ftemark that the religious periodical press ought 
to be content with nothing less than a full pres- 
entation of Christian doctrine. We know per- 
fetly well that the cause of Christianity cannot 
stand in the face of the ever-active opponents 
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‘ers whose paths join at many 


may now and again take up the con- 
test upon the n ground of the enemy and 
drive him back. But, to say the least, the pastor 
needs a strong ally in th warfare against ma- 
te ; an ally ablé, alert, and in the fleld 
all the time, and that ally is the religious peri- 
odical press. 

It is suited for this work by its learning, by 
ite tact, by large controversial experience, by its 
access to the people, by its verv audacity. 

In other ne religious periodical press 
should be the Tribune of the Church of God, 
defending its principles, guarding its rights, and 
resisting its foes at every point. 

In closing this part of our subject, may we be 
allowed to remark that the religious periodical 
press should, above everything, offer Christ to 
the ititudes in every i«sue, as a chosen her- 
aid. If the minister should never preach a ser- 
mon without offering Christ to a needy world, 
no more should the religious press ever issue a 
numder without a distinct presentation of 
Christ as the sinner’s friend, and an urgent in- 
vitation to accept Him. 

This brings us to consider the religious peri- 
odical press in relation to the secular periodical 
press. There is a great dutybere. As a church 
militaut, we need the friendship of the secular 
press. The power wicidea. by it is incalculable. 
Fifty years ago bo man could have dreamed of 
such a force for the moiding. 

The religivus periodical press should be the 
great promoter of brotherly kindness and actual 
co-operation among the various denominations 
of Christendom. The importance of such rela- 
tions and intercourse among Christian people is 
best uodérstood under circumstances such as 
presently surround us. To unify the various 
diversidps of the army in love, to keep up the 
lines of communication, to defend the weak 
places in the lives, to expose the tactics of the 
enemy, to herald the orders for movement, to 
intensify the esprit du corps, falls largely into 

the bands of the religious press. And no more 
important duty could be assigned to it. 
Indeed, the thought is rising ia many 
quarters that tod will use this day of peril 
to draw the older communions closer to 
Protestantism, and thus out of a threatening 
evil bring torth a lasting good of public opin- 
ion. The capital, learning, enterprise of the 
secular press are simply enormous. ‘The pro- 
fessed object of the respectable portion of it is 
to increase the Intelligence of the people, to re- 
press critme, to render aid to good government 
and in every way to promote the efficiency of 
the State and enlarge the prosperity and happi- 
ness of the peuple. On these general lines it 
intersects with the religious press. By kindly 
treatment and coarteous communications it 
may be made a powerful auxiliary in breaking 
the way for the Christian religion. Noinfluence 
for good upon the secular press can be so potent 
as that wielded by the thoughtful religious 
press. And the circumstances are hopeful 
for a great advauce in this direction. 
Already members of the leading shbects 
send forth a page or more each week ecov- 
ered with the sermons ot prominent mioisters 
in the several cities. Extended reports are 
given of religious meetings; notices are frecly 
made of the Sabbath services; a number furnish 
reviews of forthcoming religious books, and, iu 
general, display airiendly temper to the basis 
principles of religion. Occasionally we find an 
iufluepMial journal taking positive polemic 
ground against the spirit and aims of infidelity, 
and, as a rute, the intelligent secular press clear- 
ly sees the harm that is to be feared from post- 
tive irreligion. (Several quotations of iliustra- 
tions were given.) Lec the religious press cul- 
tivate the. acquaintance of the secular as work- 
points; throw 
over in the influence of a welli-explicated morali- 
ty; point out the advantages to the State of 
communities dominated by (he spirit of Chris- 
tianity ; lend @ helping haud to the secular press 
in the advancement of every judicious reform; 
and, while vot aljogether sparing of reproofs, 
yet carefully-a~voiding the magisterial air and 
the sour strictures of bigotry, of which the secu- 
lar press is wholly intolcraut.

ANNUAL MEETING OF THE GENERAL MISSION- | 


ARY COMMITTEE IN NEW YORK. 

Last Wedoesday the General Missionary Com- 
mittee of the Methodist Episcopal Church con- 
vened in annual session in New York to aopro- 
priate moneys te the different missions of the 
Churen, foreign and domestic, for the year 1880. 
This Committee consists of all the Bishops of 
the Church, some of whom have been bere dur- 
ing the week past aitending to episcopal duties; 
thé Secretaries and Treasurers of the Miésion- 
ary Society; and twelve representatives of the 
Church at large, which for this purpose is divid- 
ed into that number of missiovary districts. The 
First Distriet embraces six Conférences in New 
England, ana is represeated by the Rev. W. R. 
Clarke, D. D., of Boston; the Second imcludes 
the two Conferences that centre in this city, two 
in New Jersev, Troy, and Foochow (China) 
Conferences, and is represented by the Rev. J. 
T. Bates, of White Plains, N. Y. The Third 
District takes in Normern and Central New 
York and India, and bas M. E. Remington, of 
Ilion. N. ¥., to represent it; the Fourth em- 
braces fonr Conferences in Pennsylvania and

J. J. Manker, of Greenville, Tenn., 
is the representative; two Conferences in 
lilinois, two in Michigan, and one in 
ludiava, together with Norway and Sweden, 
are embraced in the Eighth District, which will 
be represented by the Rev. D. F. Barnes, of 
Grand Rapids, Mich.; the Ninth District, which 
includes three Conferences in Iowa, two in Wis- 
consia, and one in Minnesota, will be represent- 
ed by the Rev. B. Mitchell, of Algona, Ia.; the 
Tenth, embracing two Conferences in IIIinois. 
two in Missouri, and two in Kansas, is repre- 
sented by B. Keily, of Fort Scott, Kas.; the 
Eleventh, which takes in the States and Terri- 
tories immediately flanking the Rocky Mount- 
ains on both sides, will be represented by H. K.

Since the 
last meeting of the Committee Bishop Ames 
died, but all the other Bishops will be present, 
Yesterday they were in session by themselves 
at Seabright, N. J., making out their plan of 
episcopal appointments for the spring Confer- 
enees. 

During the sixty-one years of its existence the 
Methodist Episcopal Missionary Society has ex- 
pended on foreign and domestic missions nearly 
$15,000,000, less about 3 per cent for disburse- 
ment. Last year it appropriated $670,000, of 
which $272,114 went to foreign missions and 
$13,500 to missions in the United States and 
Territories administered as forrigu missions. 
The balance, including $95,568 for the liquida- 
tion of the debt and $67,000 for miscellaneous 
purposes went to home missions administered 
by the several annual Conferences. The Society 
has sent to Liberia and Interior Africa four 
missionaries during the year, and has received 
encouraging reports from the lattef field.” Li- 
beria does not grow notwithstanding all the 
money expended on it. It has stood in nearly 
thesame num and spiritual condition for 
séveral years. In South America the Society 
bas three American missionaries and two tative 
preachers, and the Rey.

THE LOST BIBLE. 


HENRY WARD BEECHER ON THE THINGS LEFT 
OUT OF HOLY WRIT. 


Last Sunday being the occasion of Commua- 
fon in Plymouth Church, the attendance of 
church members was more general than ordi- 
nary and the space for strangers more restrict- 
ed, so that many who came falled to obtain en- 
trance even. Mr. Beecher’s sermon was suited 


| to the day’s ceremonial, his text being selected 


from John, xvi., 13: I dave vet many things 
to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them now.“ 

A No one who has been accustomed to read 
and to love the Seriptures, said Mr. Beecher, 
e bat has had hours of great regret that 80 
much has been left out of them. When we 
think how many matchless statues carved by 
Phidias and bis school were overwbelmed in the 
ruins of Athens; when we remember that some 
of the most magnificent trophies of the mediz- 
val ages lived ov until within two or three gen- 
erations of ourown time and then were de- 
stroyed, one cannot but have pangs of sadness 
and regret. That men should perish 
seems to be the order of Nature, and we 
never feel sadness that any of the great names 
of antiquity have gone; byt that a magnificent 
fresco or work of carved art in any form should 
be destroyed,—that does affect us, for they were 
not made to die. That we cannot find the lost 
volumes of Tacitus or Livy or many others 
whose works have perished affects us painfully. 
But here we have in the New Testament a me- 
morial even more striking and unspeakably 
higher; when He that came down from Heaven 
aud brought love and immortality to life,—that 
we should have lost any part of His life is a 
cause of great sadness: for consider how fruit- 
ful that life must have been when with hyperbole 
it was described as being so full of deeds and 
sayings that the record of them, if written out, 
would fill the world with books. Of course 
this is hyperbole, but byperbole means some- 
thing. Our record is so peuurious, I had almost 
said, that a man may bear it in his hand or in 
his pocket. Cousider, there is no probability 
that Jesus ever wrote a line; the nearest ap- 
proach to any recorded instance is where it is 
said that He stooped down and wrote upon the 


gruund; there is no evidence or probability that. 


a single line wagpever written by any pupil or 
spectator during the whole ot His life- 
time; were is spo evidence that in any 
single era of His lite there was any 
epistolary record. The earliest Gospel was 
not written until Christ had passed many years 
away from the world; the last Gospel was sixty 
years alter the crucifixion; no evidence that 
there is. any contemporaneous record made of 
his almost endless action of mercy. There is 
nothing of word or deed left to show even of 
legendary kiud, and it is very remarkabie that 
there should not have floated out some record 
to be transcribed into the literature of other 
lands, but nothing appears. One or two feeble 
sentences oniy have come down to us of the 
swarms of unrecorded things, and legendary 
tradition has preserved none, so that the Gos- 
pel, which is the child of memory and which it- 
self was not written until threescore years after 
Cbrist’s death, records all that is koown of the 
hundreds of thousands of men who were de- 
lighted with the wisdom and aptuess of Curist, 
and, besides this penurious record, time and 
history are silent. ‘he parables and miracles 
of Christ, those which worked themselves out 
to the eye and to the imagivation,are principally 
remembered because these thiuge are in the 
nature of pictures aud Instruct the imagination; 
but Christ was not a mere fabulist, sitting down 
und making pictures and then delivering them 
one alter another like a string of pearis, 
and yet one would suppose so on read- 
ing some of the chapters of Matthew. 
But does any one believe that Christ 
delivered tnese pearls of speech ore after an- 
other as set down there? No; we koow that 
there must have been a filling of something 
between them; a chain of circumstances leading 
up to each one of them. When we see these 
arables collected together iike eggs in a 
sket,—bird of Paradise eggs,—we know there 
must have been some events intervening, but 
of these events there is po record. The para- 
bies remain. They were like pictorial win- 
dows, to throw light on something, and the 
parable stands; but what it throws lient on, 
that is all gone. Take, for instance, the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. We see there ihe method 
of the discourse, but even then there is a great 
deal intermitted; much that was spoken is 
omitted, and doubtiess part of the sermon is 
not given. Take the temple controversies of 
Corist. We have among them a great deal that 
is connected, but there is also much that is not 
given. Not only bas a great deal been lost, but 
there are many things that ure overborne. 
Christ says, as iu the text, I have maby things 
to say unto you.” Can any man tell what 
those things were? No man; but may we 
not from the general drift of his instruction 
imagine some things? It is vossible we may 
indicate some. There would have been a 
clearer conception of magnanimous justice, 
and doubtless there would have been a ciearer 
illustration of the scope and beauty of the truth 
in ‘the juward as well as the outward man. 
There would have deen a large sphere in which 
we would have been taught by glowing parables, 
one alter another, a broad pevolence and a 
lordly life. But this, of course, is all supposi- 
tion.- But there is another side; and, first, far 
more truth has been developed than the world 
bas accepted or than has been incorporated into 
life. That 2,000 years have to a degree elevated 
human nature in Christendom is true. I am far 
from saying that Christianity has been a failure, 
although it has not been such a success as men 
think. Men have learned the art of living to- 
gether better than they knew it of old. There 
are two things to learn,—hbow to live with your- 
self and how to live with others,—and men have 
improved mm botn, but nothing has substantially 
cbanged human nature; that remains the same. 
Look at all Africa, all Asia, all Europe, all 
America, and no man will contend that the 
world has come under the law of disinterested 
self-sacrifice and benevolence. Yet the teach- 
ings of Curist, if they mean anything, are full of 
the power of self-sacrifleing sympatby. Religion 
itself has been very little distinguishable from 
politics and civil organization, with this excep- 
tion, that it bas been more cruel and more 
bloody because it has had more conscience to 
drive home the dagger or light the torch. Now, 
as so much that Curist taught has not been as- 
simiiated, why should we ask for more? When 
Christ said that the Kingdom of Heaven was 
like a mustard seed, he anticipated Darwin, and 
Huxley, and others, and was the first teacher of 
the philosophy of evolution. By that great 
law we are coming to the knowledge of many 
things that Christ did not spcak of, but the 
germs of which are found in the New Testament, 
and much that he would bave said is found in 
the writings of the biographies of holy men, in 
poetry, Or in those winged messeogers of 
mercy, the hymns. ‘There is a revelation out- 
side of the Bible. I deny that God ran out 
when the last page of the New Testament was 
written. ‘he distinction ordiparily made de- 
tween the truth revealed and the truth that is 
not revealed is a mistake. All truth is truth, 
and all truth is God's. So there is a backward 
sense in the adage, ‘The voice of the people is 
the voice of God.’ Oftentimes not, but there is 
more of it than men are ordinarily willing to 
admit. We need not, then, mourn as children 
who, expecting an estate, find the will de- 
strored. We bave all the truth that men were 
cayable of receiving, aud a great deal more in 
the life and teachings of the Lord Jesus Christ; 
and we have that truth expanded by the best 
commentaries in the world,—buman life for 
2,000 years.”

Each of these denom ‘nations has 
a State Organization employmy missionaries and 
doing a mere local work on quite an extensive 
scale. Aud, still further, the States are divided 
into Associations,—of W there are forty 
among the Baptists alone in IIltuols.—Fresby- 
teries, Conferences, and the like, which have 
their home missionaries laboring within their 
respective bounds. And stih on there are many 
churches, especially in the cities, which employ 
missionaries. There are at least 500,000 Sunday- 
school teachers—(98,00U in New York alone,) and 
all Sunday-schools are ly home missim- 
arv in their character, reaching out and taking 
hold of the “‘ heathen” ia their neighborhoods. 

All the great denominations, and most of the 
lesser ones, have large publication houses, such 
as the Methodist Book Concerns, and with their 
literature and their colporteurs are reaching 
aud influencing the “ heathen nearer home.“ 
And there fs the religious 2 which, thouch 
intended more especially church members, 
is still doing home missiogary work to no mean 
extent. 

The Women’s Home Missionary Societies, 
which exist in many of the States, are also 
doing an effective and extensive work in their 
respective localities and amoog the freedmen. 

And this is vot all. Most of the denomina- 
tions are expending large sums upon schools 
among the freedmen at al expense of some hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. Among these 
must be at least fi(tv of the higher grades. 

in addition the temperabee organizations—es- 
pecially the Women’s Christian Unions—are 
doing a most efficent home mission work among 
the worst class of our local heatnen. 

And yet we are not at the end of the cata- 
log. here ere thousands of individuals en- 
gaged in bome mission work on their own ac- 
count io all parts of the country. 

And I had almest forgotten the Seamen’s So- 
2 whose labors are varied and extensive in 
the Atlantie seaports, and upon the great lakes, 
and along the rivers. Iu fact, there is scarcely 
an end to home mission agencies laboring for 
the benefit of the “heathen nearer home. 
And I think it may be safely said that, take it 
all in all, there is from ten to twenty times 
more expended for this “object on tue “ hea- 
then” among our 45,000,000 of people than on 
foreign missions, embracing many hundreds of 
millions of genuine beathen. J. 8. H.

Mr. Heilmer is a graduate of the University of 
Munich, and was trained for the priestnood. 
He became a Franciscan. 


In the death of Dr. Alexander Topp the Can- 
ada Pre Hyteriaus have lost one of their chief 
ministers and leaders. He was pastor of Knox 
Church, Toronto. He heid the oflice of Mod- 
erator of the General Assembly, and was one of 
the most active leaders in the union movement 
which resulted in the consolidation of Presby- 
terianism in Canada. 


The admirers of the Rev. David Macrae, who 
was recently ejected from the United Presby- 
terian Church of Scotland for heresy, have de- 
cided to organize an independent organization, 
with Mr. Macrae for pastor. Mr. Macrac’s vres- 
ence and address at the meeting give good 
ground for the belief that he will accept the call. 
About 600 persons were present, many of whom 
are members of the late Mr. Gilflilan’s church, 
in Dundee. 


The funeral of the Archbishop of Bourges, 
known as one of the most energetic prelates in 
the Roman Catholic Church, and as a stanch 
supporter of the policy of Pius IX., was cele- 
brated with great pomp. The Cardinal-Arch- 
bis hop of Paris, several Bishops, including the 
Bishop of Montreal, many priests, Judges of 
the courts iu official dress, civic authorities, and 
companies of soldiers. with thousands of citt- 
zens, among whom the Archbishop was a fa- 
vorit, attended the ceremonies. ‘The coffin was 
of rough chestout, with iron nails and handles.

A WELCOME TO GRANT. 


A Beurbon's Reply to a Criticism. 
Louisville Courter-Journai. 

The Chicago Times, with the beedlesness and 
effrontery characteristic of the journalism which 
habitually mistakes license for mdependence, 
twits us for toadying to Grant.“ 

Civility is often thus described by persons of 
an envious, spiteful, and peevish turn of mind. 
We exposed ourselves to the taunt by afew 
careless words of personal good-will, thrown 
out as advance signals of the public hospitality. 
The 7imes would show,a commendabie spirit if 
it should reflect fora moment upou the nature 
and meauing of the term it so flippautly applies. 
The sycophant, or toady, expects something. 
He ervoks the pregnant binges of the knee that 
thrift may follow fawning. Is this true of us? 
Cao it be said, justly or conjecturally, that Gen. 
Grant bas anything to give which we greatly 
desire! 

The solitary fact in the case is that the Mayor 
of Louisville sent Gen. Grant a telegram sug- 
gesting that as he passed eastward maybe it 
would be convenient and agreeable for him to 
“drop in and take sometung.“ Whether the 
Mayor exceeded the limitations set by an all- 
wise organic law upon the power of the Chief 
Magistrate of this city or strained his constitu- 
tional prerogatives in extending his polite invi- 
tation, we shall not stop now to discuss. The 
Kentuckian, exacting as he is on points and 
precedents of legal lore, is not much given to 
scrutinizing the bottom of the glass for objec- 
tions. With admirable sense and judgment, be 
separates bis couvivialit y and his jurisprudence ; 

and because be fought with vou yesterday, he 
sees no Beason why be may vot drink with you 
to-day, ana still bé true to the resolutions of 98. 

Tus, without considering the legal or the 
diplomatic aspects of the case, as soon as we 
were informed that Gen. Grant was go to 
step out of his way to pay us a visit, the Ken- 
tuckian rost in us, and the partisan correspond 
ingly sank, and, using the *“ rude vernacular,” 
which appears at times to be so offensive to the 
delicate sensibilities of our Chicago neighbor, 
we eaid, or words to that effect, “ 1 We 
did not draw it mild or carefal. e wrote 
in charcoal, and in letters big enough to be: ead 
and understood; observing, so that there might 
be no mistake about it, that every man, wom- 
an, child, and dog in Kentucky woula ’’—we 
were almost about to say “wag his tail ’’— 
be glad to welcome Gen. Grant.“ Now, we 
have rot a syliable of this to take back. How 
furiously the pessions of party strife may run 
in Liinois we know not. But in Kentucky they 
bave not mounted high enough to sweep the 
forecasti¢, and still less the quarter-deck. We 
take our hospitality like our liquor, straight; 
and, in the matter of receiving distinguished 
strangers, can say with John Kemble, when he 
gave a beggar a guinea: 

It is not often that we do these things, 

But when we do them we do them handsomely.” 
So much for the Chicago Tinas, wherewith we 
dismiss it and its impertinence. It can proceed 
to retire. 

Seriously, there are public appearances, as well 
as public duties, to look to, and it is not for in- 
dividuals to set their small spleen to be the rule 
and measure of those impulses which spring 
from the heart of the disinterested multitude 
and which, left to themselves, are always liberal 
and gepvial. Sball it be said that the metropolis 
of Kentucky was less willing to recognize the 
eminence of Gen. Grant, as an American, than 
London and Paris, Yeddo and Pekin, Kickapoo 
and the Feejee Isles? The royal bonors paid 
to the ex-President by tne despots of Europe 
may sO many objections to . elect- 
ing him for a third term. But, as s 
private citizen, they do pot attaint his 
character, and should not degrade him in our 
esteem. If be could stand them, we can. In- 
deed, we gre disposed to stretch our magnanim- 
ity. and forgive him. He luxuriated abroad. 

e got licked at bome. Let us split the dif- 
ference, and cail it square. And then, if Gen. 
Grant cver does come to bis kingdom, and 
wears a crown, all of us shall be Dukes, and 
Eurls, and 2318 and Counts, and no-ac- 
counts, and Lords, and the Lord knows who 
and the Lord knows.what, and things will be 
cenecally pleasant and commodious all hands 
round. 

It is good to be hospitable and happy. It is 
good to entertain a cheerful view of things, and 
not be heart-broken more than twenty-four 
hours at a time. The coming of Gen. Grant 
will take our minds, for a moment at least, off 
some matters which just now have a tendency 
to make us sad and sorry. 

But, aside trom the mere ceremonial, which it 
does not seem iuappropriate that the city should 
extend to a personage of such distinction, and 
behind the display, which might or might not be 
genuine, there is very strovg and real animating 
principle which carries the open ham) of weleome 
to Gen. Grant directly from the heart of a very 
great, pumber of our people, the representatives 
of what ig known as the lost cause.” When 
we were down be didn’t kick us. When he had 
the power to insuit us, be treated us Uke a 
ger.tieman.”’ ‘There are some unwritten chap- 
ters which will decorate, if they cannot brighten, 
the shine of Grant's milite-v escutcheon: but, 
as long as the name of Lee lasts, the Confeder- 
ates will keep in their memory a warm corner 
for Grant.

The most prominent ¢vent of the week in musical 
circles will be the debut of Joseffy, the plano vir- 
tu oso. He is announced for three concerts at Me- 
Cormick Hail, on Thursday and Friday evenings 
and Saturday afternoon... The immense success of 
this artist in his Kastern concerts, and his reputa- 
tion as & player, which has already preceded bim. 
bave aroused a very general interest to hear him, 
and we may, therefore, anticipate a series of con- 
certs which will be largely attended, and will be 
sure to richly repay those who go. 

That the great artist may have a preliminary in- 
troduction to our readers, we print the following 
from the New York 7ribune, which appeared in 
that paper after his first concert: 

The voune Hungarian pianist, Rafael Joseffy, 
who made at Chickering Hall last night bis firet 
appearance in America, achieved ao instant and 
brilliant success, If little bas been beard about 
him bere, it is because hitherte he has almost con- 
fined his sphere of activity to Vienna, and musical 
news is longer and more uncertain in reaching us 
from Vienus then from any other part of the 
world. Musicians and connoisseurs, however, 
were not ignorant of his popularity in the Austrian 
Capital; and the concert last night was attended 
by a throng of accomplished and expectant listen- 
ers who watched the performance with the most 
critical care. In the applause of such an audience 
2 artist Gnda the best ratification of his title to 

ame, 

To most of the assemdlage we presume that 
Joseffy was a great surprise. hen we hear of a 
phenomenal young pianist, especially of the 
modern school, we usüally think of a ** pounder.” 
Joseffy is anything but that. He is Orilliant, yet 
not noisy, dashing without clatter. Neither does 
be dazzie us with flashes of irregular splendor, 
or overcome us with ootburats of passion and 
tempest. His playing, füll as it is of light, of 
life, of glowi color and of strong feeling, 1s 
justly measured and exquisitly 8 In- 
deed, ‘tis most brilliant when ‘tis most 
delicate. It ie when Joseffy executes the softest 
Dasen of Chopin that we feel surest in declaring 
bim the most dasbing of ali pianists. His execution 
is not more remarkabie for its facility than for its 
nicety. There is perhaps no pianist now hem 
whove work is so clean, Every note hag iis exac 
value and makes its exact effect. Every phrase is 
80 Clear that it shines; and every little embelhsh- 
ment keeps its outlines perfect. Nor is this pre- 
cision the resuit of mere mechanical practice. It 
seems. On the contrary, to be the simplest expres- 
sion of a poetical natare highly endowed with a 
sense Of the beauty of form and proportion. 
Coypled with thie elegance of execution is a won- 
defMful—we are tempted te say an unparalleled — 
beauty of touch. By touch we mean the sensuous 

uality of the tone evoked from the instrument 
through some indefinable art in striking the key, — 
an art wholly distinct from that of execution, 
which has to de with combinations and succes- 
sions of notes rather than with the timbre of 
each one. If Josetly’s style was a surprise, bis tone 

wes a revelation. Few of us believed that the 
— could produce sounds so sweet and 80 varied,

A Talk with One of the Friends of Mr. Tit. 
den.—What Judge Davis Promised if Made 
Senator—Palmer Has No Strength. 

New York Leiter to Cincinaat: Eoquirer. 

“Some one gave me an gccount,” said Finley, 
of the difference between Allen G. Thurman 
in 1869 and 1879. Ten years ago be had jhe ac- 
clamations of the State. A few week ago, grown 
old and heavy, he slipped iato Columbus, carry- 
ing his own gripsack, unnoticed by anybody, and 
went up to his hotel room and took a glass of 
whisky and went to bed.

THE FASHIONS, 
SEALSKIN BACQURS, 
ARarver’s Bazar. 


Sealskin tis shown ia darker, richer shades 


this winter than the furriers have ever before 
obtained, and remains the favorit fur for 
sacques and cloaks. que is the 
popular garment, and fs very little changed 
in shape from those Worn last year. The 
length is about the same, but sacques a trifle 
shorter than last season’s shapes may be 
worn, though the depth depends on the 
length of dress skirts a lady prefers to wear. 
The most stylish sacques for ladies of medium 
hight range from thirty-seven to forty inches 
in length. The front Of the sacque is double- 
breasted, has a broad revers collar that opens 
or rolls close to the throat, like a gentieman’s 
coat-collar, and is fastened the entire length by 
bars of seal held by passementerie loops; but- 
tons are objectionable, as they deface the fur. 
The back is shaped to follow the outline of the 
figure, and is slightly fuller below the waist, to 
admit a bouffant tournure. There is no seam 
down the middle of the back, as that part of 


ane garment is blocked over a form; the 


pile is apt to wear off u the seams, especially 
iu the back, where it is apt to be rubbed, hence 
purchasers should choose sacques with the fewest 
seams. Ihe sboulders are very short and high, 
giving a masculine and jaunty effect. Sleeves 
withous cuffs are perferred, as the cuff gives a 
clumsy appearance. the quilted linmg is 
of satin grec,—a juctrous twilled silk that does 
not fray. Plain sacques, and those euriched by 
a collar, cuffs, and wide border of auocher kind 
of fur, are both fashionable. Careful purchasers 
usually prefer putting all the money spent ior 
the garment in a plain, untrimmed sacque of 
fasbionable shape and fine quality of seaiskin, 
depending for its beauty on its une fit and rich 
fur; at a fusure season, if a change is desired, 
or the later style requires greater length, a 
border of other furcan be added. The strong 
Alaska sealexins with thick durable pelt are 
used for most sacques, while those of extraor- 
dinary foeness are made of the Shetland skins; 
the latter, however, are almost out of the mar- 
ket, as very few Shetland seals are now taken. 
Ihe purebaser should blow open the fur and 
stroke it against the pile to assure berself of 
the depth aud velvet-ifke thickness of the pile, 
also that it is weli-colored to the pelt. 
SEALSKIN .CLOAKS. 

The long cloaks of sealskin are even more 
luxurious garments than the sacques just de- 
scribed, ‘They are long enough to reach nearly 
to the ankle, and are shaped very maci as many 
cloth and silk cloaks are, with two or three 
seams down the back, and dolman effects given 
on the sides by great siceve-like pieces that 
fold over the arms. Afeware untrimmed, but 
most have wide borders of tur with long fleece, 
and broad Russian collars of the trimming fur, 
which is lined with seal fur, and thus made 
doubly warm. The border usually extends up 
the front, and the garment bas a “fly” to but- 
ton all the length; the quilted lining is of satin 
grec the color of sealskin, or else dark rich 
cardinal red. The prices of the cloaks shown 
range from $225 to $500. The long fleeces are 
very eiegaut for trimming these stately wraps, 
such as we Argentine fox, the Grecian or the 
blue lynx, the black Marten, and the natural 
’c00n. There are also beautiful wide borders of 
the silvery black beaver, with white hairs sewed 
in the black fur singly or in clusters, or of 
the natural beaver in its light browa 
shades, so soft and velvet like, while 
for @ novelties the gold-brown and black 
skins of the spotted leopard are used for deep 
collars, wide cuffs, and a border. The Medicis 
is the name given to one of the stateliest cloaks 
made witb sleeve pieces that fall separate and 
straight in the back below the waist, aud round 
up gracefully on the arms. One of the richest 
of these has the new Argentine fox border, with 
ite dense heavy fur, Dut others are shown with 
beaver, otter, or chinchilla. ‘The Rio de Lahore 
is the name given similar carments that have the 
side pieces falling square instead of round. 
Among the novelties is this garment berdered 
with the skin of the spotted leopard, and marked 
$450. A toque of seal accompanies this cloak, 
trimmed with a leopard band and a bird in gold- 
en brown shades. One of the most graceful 
shapes is the Albani, a long clinging princesse 
cloak with square mandarin sleeves. The front 
is double-breasted, and trimmed its entire 
length with rich otter or silvery beaver fur, and 
there is a great collar and broad bands 
for the sleeves of the same luxurious 
fur. The Nelusko is similar to the Med- 
icis in shape, but is folded very closely 
over the arms, and has the border extending 
across the back like a cape. It is also consid- 
ered stylish to have the collar very deep in the 
back, and with low square corners in front. The 
Meute is the name for a graceful mantie-shaped 
seal cloak, which is trimmed with the expensive 
sea-Oiter, and sometimes with the sovw-flake 
beaver, which has waite hairs, or silver points,” 
as the dealers say, clustered in partially piucked 
beaver. he red satin grec linings of these 
cloaks are very elegant, with their quilting iu 
smail figures on the body, while a border is 
quilted iu large arabesques or in floral patterns. 
Quite a curious effect is given by trimming the 

rk rich seal cloak with a border of the natural 
light brown seal, with the slight curl which be- 
longs to it left im the fleece. Natural ‘coon 
also makes au effective border in its ligut gray- 
brown shades; but, as we have already said, 
these light furs are not becoming to all com- 
plexions, biondes alone Wearing them with im- 
punity. For stout figures the fur borders are 
often omitted altogether, or else they are of 
short fleeces. 
FUR-LINED CLOAKS. 

Fur-lined cloaks are shown in all the shapes 
— described, viz: the Medicis, the Roi de 
saborey the Nelawko, the clin ing Albani, aud 
in various others, #uca as the Rajah, wita three 
seams down the back and close sides; the Sap- 
pho, with open sleeves; the Balsamo, with 
double square cape in front; the Sully, and the 
Mercedes, with its deeply-pointed far collar 
that extends to the waist ia back and front. 
But the popular fur-lined wrap is the circalar, 
which is easily put off and oa, and does not 
erush the dress beneath it. These cioaks reach 
nearly to the edge of the short waiking-dress, 
and, though ased with short suits, are especially 
effective with the demi-trained skirts of car-

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THE CHAMPION OF DIVORCE. 
M. Naquet and His Peculiar Demestic Ex- 
* perience, 5 


: Parisian. 

M. Alfred Naqhet is 42 years of age. He has 
a Jewish type of face, a patriarchal nose, and an 
abundance of hair, formerly black and carly, 
but now turning gray. His leng hands are thin 
and bomy, and he has a strongly pronounced 
southern accent. His voice, however, is agree- 
able, supple, distinct, and full of finesse: Heis 
an orator, and knows how to get hold of his 
public. Somewhat careless of his person, he is 
repreached witli showing too much disdain for 
certain delicacies of linen and crayats: but the 
preocupations of the savant and the thinker 
absorb his time, it appears. Nevertheless, be-is 
much liked by the ladies; people say that he is 
even much sought after, and that de regards 
himself as un hommea succes. Still one of 


his shoulders has encroached upon the other to 


a very marked degree, so that critics have a 
right to say that he is almost, or even quite, 
hum pbacked. 

He bas a fine face, plenty ot wit, and a great 
delicacy of thought and sentiment. This is 
quite enough to enable a man to please, par- 
ticalarly when it is accompanied by a faculty of 
expressing well what be thinks aad knews, and 
he knows a great deal. He is a poet as well as 
a thinker ang a man of wit. As a lecturer he is 
much appreciated. His opinions, as is well 
known, are radical. He belongs to the 
irreconcilables, but, belug more calm than he 
seems, he knows, thanks to his good sense. 
what to take and what to leave in the heap of 
red“ maxims that he has accepted en masse. 
He has bad great oratorical successes, one of 
which is amusiug evough. it was the time 
when the retarn of the Chambers to Paris was 
talked of. In reply to an orator who main- 
tained that Paris was a town of revolutions, he 
said: I admit your argument, oniy at Paris 
revolutions are made at one stroke, and last three 
days; but’ in the Provi Messieurs, if you 
transport tie Chambers to Tours, or Bordeaux, 
re voluions take place more slowly; instead of 
lasting three days they last three years, which 
would cause a much longer disturbance of af- 
fairs, so chat you see you have every advantage 
by remaining in the Capital.” 

M. Naquet is a distinguished Professor of 
chemistry. His home is simple and bears wit- 
ness to bis taste for study. Iwo book-cases are 
the finest ornament of working-room, and 
his bureau is incumbered with books. The 
study is the principal room of his apartment. 
It is there that be receives. He lives on the 
fifth floor in the Rue de Moscou, and has only 
one servant. He lives modestly, though very 
comfortably. 

The instincts of his race—be is an Israelite— 
often push bim toward Bourse affairs, new 
commercial enterprises, aad industrial mnova- 
tions. He is always mixed up in something of 
the kind. At the. time of the plebiscite for the 
Monarchy or Reoublic, be speculated in view 
of the triumph of the Monarchy, while all the 
time ne was making speeches in favor of the 
Republic. ° 

He married a wife who, like himself, was a 
freethinker, although a Catholic. He had by 
her several chilaren, whom he lost, one after 
the other. Oneson only remai He, too, 
fell sick in his turn, and during long months 
tne boy gave cruel alarm to his already afflicted 
parents. It was then, durimy an absence of me 
fa ner, that the mother, in despair, and attrib- 
uting ber misfortanes to a punishment of 
Heaven because she had abandoned ber faith, 
and because of the irreligion in whieh she was 
living, swore to bave her son baptized and 
brought uy in the dogmas of her faith. 

Ou his return, M. Naquet disapvroved of what 
bad been done. He couid not admit the kifld of 
education giveo to his son; discussions arose, 
and his veto was powerless to force the mother 
to give way. She was convinced, and persisted 
in tue path sbe bad chosen, and soon professed 
the most lively piety. Her devotion went on 
increasing daily, and created such discussious 
in the household that a separation was resolved 
upon. M. Naquet had the right tokeep his son, 
but be refused to take advantage of it, thinking 
that in that struggle against death, from the 
grasp of which the motber’s care had torn their 
son, sbe had a second time given him life by 
enduring still greater than ber first angcuisn, 
aud that theuceforward the son wasdoubly hers. 
Mme. Nadeut retired aud settled at Nice, where 
her husband used to go and see her two or three 
times a year. She then went to Italy, where 
she fell emirely into the hands of the priests, 
and then, perhaps, M. Naquet’s visits became 
more rare. 

It is doubtless this painful situation which in- 
spired the Deputy for Vaucluse with the idea of 
bis campaign in favor of divorce. He has said, 
however, that if divorce were re-establisned he 
would not take advantage of it himself. His 
wife, being a firm Catholic, and therefore un- 
able to admit it and to regard their bonds as 
untied, he did not consider that he had che right 
in alone profiting by the law, woile his wife 
would remain submitted to their first vows. 

M. Naquet shows great cleverness in this 
campaign in favor of divorce. It will de re- 
membered with what incredulity his proposi- 
tion was first received. The immense progress 
that it has made is due to the fact that he has 
succeeded in making peopie reason about it; 
be tries to gain public opinion by lecturing 
about it, and in the Chamber he has avoided a 
dangerous reef; so he bas not proposed a new 
law, but oniy the re-establisament of that 
whieh was drawn up and promuigated under 
Napoleon I. By demanding simply the revival 
of the law of divorce, he avoids thediscussion of 
new articles, on which divergences of apision 
migtt arise which would be fatal to the cause. 

Born at Vaucluse, M. Naquet distinguished 
bim elf highly in his studies at Aix and Mont- 
pellier. He took his grade of Professor of the 


Faculty of Medicine in 1865, was elected Deputy, 


Feb. 8, 1871, and sat on the benches of the Re- 
publican Union party, from which he afterward 
migrated to Louis Blane’s group, whicn had 
voted against the Constitution, and bas since 
been known as the group of irreconeilables, or 
% Intrausigeants.“ After having affirmed that 
he was obeving no sent-ment of personal ani- | 
mosity, he began a lively attack on the policy of 
M. Gambetta, the result of which was that 
there arose between them a coolness which was 
accentuated by the “Lettres *

eputy for Vaucluse bas written much ou sub- 
jects relating to science and politics. lectures 
on * Universal Life,” “The Origin of Species,“ 
and on Metbod,” were the most remarked;

A REVIVAL IN CHESS. 


Since the retirement of Mr. Paul Morphy, chess 
has failen largely into disuse. Of course, there 
are always a certain number of faithful votaries 
who love and cherish the game, but it has ceased 
to be. as it once was, the fashion. When Mr. 
Morphy was at bis best. —at the time of bis visit to 
Europe, and afterward at the golden period when 
be beat Harrwitz and Anderssen and all the best of 
the English masters 8 Staunton, who refused 
to piay.—New York had a fine chess club, of 
which many gentlemen of position and influence 
were warmly interested members, and chess was 
studied and practiced im almost every cultivated 


household. 

All that is now changed. Of the veterans of 
those days, Thompson, Worrall, Mead, and others 
have left tais checkered world altogether, and 
many more have abandoned the practice of a game 
to which there is no further stimulus than is con- 
tained in its own inherent attractiveness. Toe 
— is played in several coffee - houses in the 

owery and elsewhere, but no organization exists 
that will, in any sense, compare with that. which 
has passed away. Just us the art of war slips inte 
into desuetude in default of the great Captains, — 
the Cesars and Napoleons, who “azzie the world 
by the splendor of their mastery of it, —so Caissa. 
im the absence of a Philidor, a La Bourdonnais, or 
a Morphy, falls slowly into decay. 

That it should do so is a matter for deep regret. 
Too much chess is injurious in several ways. It 
consumes too much time, usts too mach brain 
power, and, by a remarkable fascination, abstracts 
and withdraws the mind from what is prooably 
more immediately useful. But, played in modera- 
tion, the game is to most persons a decided ad- 
‘vantage. It promotes exactness of thought, and 
stimulates healthfully the faculty of mental co- 
ordination. Imagination and fancy have a part in 
it as weil as exact science. It has. moreover, the 
peculiar merit of conducting toa useful study of 
the mental operations of others. From almost 
every point of view it far exceis any game ever 
invented by man, and proficiency in it is, conse- 
quently and justly, more honored than proficiency 
in all other pastimes. 

For these good reasons it is a pity that chess 
should be so much neglected, and we rejoice in any 
effort which may tend to restore it to its proper 
sphere and position. Such an effort is now about 
to be made, and it deserves encouragement. Promi- 
nent American chess-players and admirers of the 
game have been for some time in active correspoud- 
ence with the intent, on a general recognition of 
the foregoing considerations, to do sometbing solid 
and tangible by way of remedy. Their delibera- 
tions have resulted in the determination to hola an 
American Chess Congress, to convere in January, 
1880, in the City of New York, when various meas- 
ures will be brought forward and discussed, and 
when it is hoped all will be done that can be done 
to bring about a revival in chess of something 
more than an ephemeral nature. Invitations have 
been sent to many foreign chess- players of distinc- 
tion to attend the Congress, and their acceptance 
will be urged by all the means within the power of 
the committve to control. American lovers of the 
game will omit nothing, we trust, that it may be in 
their power to do to make the meeting successful.
